The  close  of  the  decade  naturally  suggests  a  review  of  the 
public  school  history  of  the  State  during  the  last  ten  years. 

Since  1870  no  essential  change  has  been  made  in  our  school 
law  ;  the  slight  additions  and  amendments  introduced  in  1872 
and  1874  served  to  make  the  machinery  work  more  smoothly 
and  were  to  this  extent  improvements  ;  but  the  organic  law 
was  substantially  unaltered  during  the  decade.  The  income 
of  the  white  schools,  however,  was  seriously  affected  by  Chap. 
91  of  1878  by  which  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  the 
suj)port  of  colored  schools  was  made  playable  out  of  the  tax 
(ten  cents  on  the  $100,)  which  was  imposed  in  1868  for 
the  benefit  of  white  schools  exclusively.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  causes  which  produced  this  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  the  eftects  which  have  followed  from 
it,  it  may  be  said  that  the  public  school  system  has  had  ten 
years'  trial  under  very  favorable  circumstances — encourage- 
ment from  the  Legislature,  sympathy  from  the  people,  and 
careful  supervision  by  the  various  boards  of  direction.  The 
results  will  be  made  apparent  by  the  following  statement  in 
which  the  statistics  of  1870  are  compared  with  those  of  1880. 
(Baltimore  city  is  necessarily  excluded  in  order  to  present  sim- 
ply the  results  of  the  State  system  of  1868  on  the  county

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This  comparison  brings  to  view  several  important  and  in- 
teresting facts. 

1.  While  the  population  has  increased  about  17^  per  cent 
since  1870,  the  number  of  children  enrolled  in  the  public 
schools  has  increased  47^  per  cent  and  the  average  daily  at- 
tendance 43^  per  cent, 

2.  With  an  increased  enrollment  of  47|  per  cent  the  ex- 
penditure for  all  purposes  has  increased  only  21  per  cent^  and 
the  cost  per  capita  of  enrolled  pupils  has  diminished  18  per 
cent. 

While  this  retrospect  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging, it  must  be  observed  that  for  the  future  no  great 
improvement  can  be  expected  in  the  internal  condition  of  the 
schools,  so  long  as  the  number  of  schools  continues  to  in- 
crease and  the  money  available  for  their  support  does  not  in- 
crease in  the  same  proportion.  Therefore,  until  public  senti- 
ment will  justify  a  greater  expenditure  of  public  money,  it 
will  be  incumbent  on  the  school  commissioners  to  prevent  the 
unnecessary  multiplication  of  school  houses.  There  is  often 
a  local  pressure  for  a  new  school  building  which  it  is  hard  for 
the  school  board  to  resist ;  and  when  this  pressure  is  accom- 
panied by  the  gift  of  a  desirable  site  and  a  handsome  subscrip- 
tion to  the  building  fund,  the  resistance  is  usually  very  feeble. 
If  the  new  house  is  to  take  the  place  of  an  old  one  its  erec- 
tion is  a  great  gain  both  to  the  county  and  the  State.  But 
if  it  is  to  be  an  addition  to  the  number  really  necessary,  it  is 
a  loss  to  all  the  other  schools  in  the  county,  for  it  can  be 
maintained  only  at  their  expense.  It  is  very  hard  to  say  how 
many  sch(H)l  houses  are  "really  necessary"  in  any  county. — 
If  there  were  one  to  every  square  mile  of  territory,  and  money 
to  support  them  all,  it  might  be  said  they  were  all  needed. 
Two  considerations,  however,  will  fix  the  practical  limits. 
The  law  requires  that  a  school  district  shall  not  contain  more 
than  four  miles  square.  This  fixes  the  minimum  number  of 
schools.  The  maximum  will  depend  on  the  number  of  teach- 
ers whom  the  county  is  able  to  pay  ;  and  it  .should  be  remem- 
bered that  it  is  better  to  have  two  good  schools  in  operation 
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than  three  indifferent  ones.  Where  the  average  salary  of  a 
teacher  is  much  less  than  $300  a  year,  good  schools  cannot  be 
expected;  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  yearly  income  were  set  apart 
for  teachers'  salaries,  (one-third  being  allowed  for  all  the  other 
necessary  expenses  of  the  school  system)  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  schools  would  thus  be  fixed  at  one  for  every  |450  of 
annual  income.  Local  wants  will  cause  some  variations  ;  but 
that  this  mode  of  calculation  is  not  far  from  correct  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  when  applied  to  the  entire  State  (excluding 
the  city  of  Baltimore)  the  theoretical  number  of  schools  is 
within  one  per  cent  of  the  actual  number.  Many  counties, 
however,  have  schools  largely  in  excess  of  the  number  allow- 
ed by  this  scheme. 

The  furtlier  improvement  of  the  schools — in  default  of  an 
increased  income  from  the  State,  which  even  if  granted  could 
not  be  made  available  in  less  than  two  years — depends  upon 
the  honesty  and  vigor  with  which  the  present  law  shall  be 
carried  out.     Several  important  particulars  may  be  mentioned. 

1.  The  law  requires  each  county  to  be  divided  into  school 
districts,  of  which  the  metes  and  bounds  shall  be  accurately 
recorded  in  a  book  ;  and  that  there  shall  be  but  one  school 
house  in  each  school  district.  Exact  compliance  with  this 
section  would  go  far  to  prevent  the  undue  increase  of  school 
houses. 

2.  The  law  requires  the  county  Examiners  to  visit  all  the 
schools  in  their  respective  counties  at  least  twice  in  every 
year;  "to  observe  the  method  of  the  teacher  and  give  him 
such  practical  suggestions  as  the  circumstances  may  prompt." 
A  strict  enforcement  of  this  requirement  would  probably  add 
new  vigor  to  many  languishing  schools. 

3.  The  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board,  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  School  Law,  require  a  uniform  course  of  graded  study  in 
all  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  Where  this  "graded 
course"  has  oeen.  honestly  carried  out  it  has  produced  the 
happiest  results. 

4.  The  law  requires  an  Annual  Teachers'  Institute  to  be 
held  in  every  county,  and  encouragement  to  be  given  by  the 
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Examiners  to  district,  county,  and  State  Teachers'  Associa- 
tions. The  good  effects  ef  such  meetings  have  been  so  coq- 
spicuous  in  the  counties  where  they  have  been  hekl  that  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  all  have  not  enjoyed  the  same  advantages. 

Should  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session  undertake 
the  revision  of  the  school  law  there  is  one  fundamental  ques- 
tion, as  well  as  a  few  minor  topics,  which  will  claim  their  at- 
tention. 

The  fundamental  question  is  : — Whether  the  present  method 
of  appointing  School  Commissioners  is  or  is  not  constitu- 
tional ?  It  was  hoped  that  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  the  case 
of  James  Anderson,  late  Secretary,  against  the  School  com- 
missioners of  Montgomery  county  w^ould  have  decided  the 
point ;  but  the  decision  of  the  Court  was  made  on  grounds 
which  left  the  constitutional  question  unsettled.  It  is  of 
great  importance  that  the  existing  uncertainty  should  be  re- 
moved, and  this  subject  will,  doubtless,  come  before  the  next 
Legislature. 

Whatever  method  of  obtaining  school  commissioners  be 
adopted,  whether  by  appointment^  or  election  by  the  people, 
it  would  be  advisable  to  provide  for  the  continuity  of  the 
School  Board,  notwithstanding  a  change  of  membership,  by 
enacting  that  one  member,  and  one  only,  should  be  retired 
every  year,  and  his  place  supplied. 

Among  minor  changes  or  additions  the  following  points 
deserve  consideration  : 

1.  Considerable  inconvenience  is  experienced  by  the  public 
when  the  County  Examiner  does  not  reside  at  the  county 
seat.  It  would  be  well  either  to  require  him  to  have  his 
residence  there,  or,  at  least,  to  give  two  days  attendance  every 
week  at  the  office  of  the  School  Board. 

2.  The  present  law  requires  the  examiner  to  devote  his 
whole  time  to  public  school  duties  ;  but  as  there  is  no  penal- 
ty the  law  has  not  always  been  strictly  observed 

3.  The  selection  and  purchase  of  school-books  have  caused 
so  much  annoyance,  trouble,  and  dissatisfaction — that  in 
some  States  the   aid  of  the  Legislature   has  been  invoked  to 
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relieve  the  school  authorities  from  the  importunities  of  agents. 
Books  should  be  changed  not  oftener  than  once  in  three 
years,  and  then  only  in  the  interval  between  the  close  of  one 
school  year  and  the  opening  of  the  next. 

4.  It  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  have  a  census  taken 
annually,  or  at  least  every  two  years,  of  the  children  of 
school  age  in  the  State. 

5.  Three  thousand  copies  of  the  School  Report  are  printed 
annually,  but  no  provision  is  made  for  their  proper  distribu- 
tion. In  addition  to  those  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, the  State  Board  of  Education  should  be  authorized 
to  send  to  the  several  County  School  Boards  as  many  copies 
as  there  are  schools  in  the  county. 

Colleges. 

The  usual  reports  have  been  received  from  the  colleges  re- 
ceiving aid  from  the  State,  an  abstract  of  which  will  be  found 
in  Table  I. 

The  Visitors  and  Governors  of  Washington  College  re- 
port "that  during  the  last  scholastic  year  tliere  were  forty 
students  in  attendance  of  whom  four  were  graduated  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty.  The  nine  county  scholars 
provided  for  by  the  Acts  of  1856  Chap.  219  and  the  six  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Act  of  1874,  Chap.  282,  were  all  filled  by 
creditable  students,  who  received  tuition,  board,  books  and 
stationery  free  of  charge;  and  five  indigent  scholars  in  addi- 
tion have  received  tuition  free  of  charge.  The  county  schol- 
arships are  again  all  filled  and  the  character  and  tone  of  the 
students  are  steadily  improving,  under  the  influence  of  the 
three  Professors  who  constitute  the  Faculty.  Tlie  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  is,  in  all  respects_,  satisfactory  to  the 
visitors  ;  and  the  public  usefulness  of  the  college  is  believed 
to  be  generally  appreciated." 

The  Report  from  the  Agricultural  College  represents  it 
as  in  very  satisfactory  condition,  with  a  full  Faculty  and 
about  the  same  number  of  students  as  last  year.  In  1866  the 
State  became  "equal  and  joint  owner"  of  the  college  property 
in  consideration    of  which  the   sum  of  $45,000  was  paid  by 
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the  State,  and  the  State  was  represented  by  four  Trustees  in 
a  Board  consisting  of  eleven  members.  (Acts  of  1866  Chap. 
53.)  This  act  was  repealed  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  the 
number  of  Trustees  increased  to  twelve,  six  of  whom  are  to 
represent  the  State's  interest,  namely  : — "The  Governor, 
Comptroller,  Treasurer,  President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Delegates,  and  Attorney  General." 

St.  John's  College  had  been  receiving  from  the  State  since 
1866,  in  addition  to  the  permanent  annuity  of  |3,000,  a  fur- 
ther annual  donation  of  $12,000,  by  laws  which  were  re-en- 
acted from  time  to  time  ;  but  the  last  Legislature  did  not  re- 
new the  appropriation  of  $12,000,  and  it  expired  by  limitation 
on  the  first  of  October^  1880.  The  College  sustained  another 
loss  under  Chap.  315  of  the  Acts  of  1878  by  which  the  num- 
ber of  students  who  receive  boarding  at  the  expense  of  the 
State  was  reduced  one-half.  The  State  continues  to  pay  for 
the  boarding  of  one  student  from  each  senatorial  district ; 
and  thus  the  curious  anomaly  is  presented  that  the  State  is 
paying  $5,200  for  the  boarding  of  twenty-six  students  in  col- 
lege ;  the  College  is  required  to  give  them  a  full  collegiate 
course  without  charge ;  and  the  money  that  would  have 
enabled  the  college  to  do  this  is  withdrawn. 

The  Western  Maryland  College  receives  $7,800  a  year 
from  the  State  ;  it  educates  38  students  free  of  expense^  of 
whom  26  receive  boarding,  also,  from  the  college  without 
cost.  The  number  of  students  enrolled  last  year  is  114  ; 
there  are  11  Professors  and  Instructors,  whose  departments 
embrace  an  extensive  course  of  study  in  Ancient  and  Modern 
Languages,  Mathematical  and  Physical  Science,  Mental, 
Moral,  and  Political  Philosophy,  and  Vocal  and  Instrumen- 
tal Music. 

The  State  Normal  School  had  all  the  free  seats  (200)  till- 
ed during  the  year.  The  number  of  enrolled  students  was 
51,  in  addition  to  whom  there  were  25  teachers  received  in- 
to a  s])ecial  Summer  class.  Every  county  in  the  State  was 
represented,  some  by  more,  others  by  fewer,  than  the  legal 
quota.     The  last  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  $1000 
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for  repairs  to  the  school  building,  which  has  been  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  There  is 
urgent  need  for  additional  apparatus  in  the  departments  of 
Physics,  Chemistry  and  Physiology.  This  school  has  sent 
nearly  600  teachers  into  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and 
two-thirds  of  them  are  still  in  the  service. 

Johns  Hopkins  University. 

The  Johns  Hopkins  University  is  now  in  the  middle  of  its 
fifth  year  of  instruction.  The  roll  of  students  published  in 
January  1881  includes  the  names  of  168  students,  of  whom 
91  come  from  the  State  of  Maryland  and  the  rest  are  from  23 
different  States  and  countries.  Since  the  opening  of  the  in- 
stitution 362  have  been  received  as  students,  of  whom  205 
had  already  graduated  in  other  colleges  and  came  to  Johns 
Hopkins  for  the  special  advantages  there  offered  in  different 
branches  of  learning.  In  addition  to  the  usual  classes,  there 
have  been  in  successive  years  Saturday  classes  for  teachers,  in 
Physiology  and  Natural  history,  in  Anglo-Saxon  and  English, 
in  Mathematics  and  in  Latin.  There  have  been  special  dem- 
onstrations and  lectures  for  medical  students  connected  with 
other  institutions.  Public  lectures  have  also  been  given  dur- 
ing a  large  part  of  the  academic  year,  attended  by  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  were  particularly  interested  in  the  subjects 
announced.  The  professors  and  associates  have  also  lectured 
in  response  to  invitations  before  many  local  associations.  It 
has  been  the  aim  of  the  authorities  on  the  one  hand  to  ad- 
vance human  knowledge  by  careful  investigations  and  re- 
search carried  on  by  competent  scholars  with  the  best  of  in- 
strumentalities, literary  and  scientific  ;  and  at  the  same  time 
to  diffuse  among  the  people,  and  especially  among  those  who 
are  actually  or  prospectively  engaged  in  teaching,  the  latest 
and  most  useful  results  of  university  work. 

The  staff  of  teachers  for  the  current  year  numbers  35 
persons,  including  a  President,  six  Professors,  fifteen  Asso- 
ciates, six  Lecturers  and  seven  Associate  Instructors.  Class- 
es are  now  organized  in  the  following  studies  :  Mathematics: 
Theory   of  Numbers,  Higher  Plane    Curveh,    Conic  Sections, 
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Theory  of  Functions,  Hydrodynamics,  Determinants,  Different- 
al  Calcidus,  and  Theory  of  Equations.  Physics  ; — General 
Physics,  Electricity  and  3Iagnetism,  Laboratory  Work.  Chem- 
istry:— General  Chemistry,  Analytical  Chemistry,  Laboratory 
ivork.  Biology  : — General  Biology,  Animal  Physiology ,  LIu- 
man  Anatomy,  Osteology,  Laboratory  Work.  Greek: — Lec- 
tures on  Grammar,  Composition  and  Translation,  Herodotus, 
Prose  Composition,  Hdlenistic  Greek.  Latin: — Latin  Rhe- 
toricians, Terence,  Tacitus,  Livy,  Prose  Composition.  German: 
Gothic,  Old  High  German,  Schiller,  Goethe,  Prosd  Composi- 
tion. Romance  Languages: — Loiv  Latin,  Portuguese,  Pro- 
vencal, Ltalian,  Old  French,  French.  English  : — Anglo-Saxon, 
Shakespeare,  Lcelandic,  English  Prose  Style.  History  and  Po- 
litical Science :-il/oo?erw  History,  English  Constitutional  Histo- 
ry, History  of  Local  Self-Government ,  Political  Economy  and 
Finance,  History  of  Philosophy ,  Psychology,  Logic,  etc. 

There  are  two  classes  of  students,  those  who  seek  the  usual 
collegiate  training  and  those  who  having  already  had  such 
training,  desire  to  supplement  it  with  a  course  of  advanced 
study.  The  university  students  are  free  to  pursue  special 
lines  of  study  with  or  without  reference  to  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Philosophy.  The  collegiate  students  have  the  choice 
of  several  schedules  of  study,  each  of  which  is  supposed  to 
be  equivalent  in  discipline  and  in  severity  to  the  others,  and 
at  the  close  of  any  one,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  may 
be  won.  These  various  courses  may  be  roughly  described  by 
such  general  designations  as  "Classical,"  Mathematical," 
"Scientific,"  "Literary,"  etc.,  but  their  distinctive  merits 
can  only  be  discovered  by  a  careful  persual  of  the  published 
documents.  The  university  issues  an  annual  Register  and 
Report,  and  also  from  time  to  time  official  circulars  contain- 
ing the  most  detailed  information  in  respect  to  its  progress. 
Under  its  auspices,  journals  of  Mathematics,  Chemistry, 
Philology  and  Physiology  are  also  published.  A  field  club  is 
engaged  in  studying  the  natural  history  of  the  region  around 
Baltimore,  and  during  the  summer  a  zoological  station  is 
maintained  at   the   sea    shore.     The  session  of  1879  threw 
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much  light  on  the  origin  and  growth  of  the  oyster,  and  other 
important  researches  have  been  made. 

Secondary  Education. 
Before  the  State  can  enjoy  the  full  advantages  of  this  great 
University^  the  connecting  link  between  the  grammar  school 
and  the  University  must  be  supplied.  In  the  city  the  link 
is  furnished  by  the  City  College,  in  most  of  the  counties  it  is 
still  missing.  Maryland  once  possessed  a  system  of  county 
Academies  under  the  patronage  of  the  State  fully  equal  to  the 
demands  of  the  times.  But  the  times  have  changed  and  the 
demands  have  changed;  though  the  people,  at  least  as  much 
now  as  in  1723  when  Charles  Calvert  was  Governor  of  the 
Province,  "have  at  heart  the  absolute  necessity  they  have 
lain  under  to  make  the  best  provision  in   their  power  for  the 

liberal  and  pious  education  of  the  youth  of  this  Province 

so  as  to  be  fitted  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  the 
several  stations  and  employments  they  may  be  called  to  and 
employed  in,  either  in  regard  to  church  or  State."  With  a 
"thorough  and  efficient  system"  of  public  schools,  as  a  foun- 
dation, equal  in  theory  to  the  best  in  the  country^  and  needing 
only  time  to  enable  it  to  compete  with  the  best  in  practical 
results — and  with  a  grand  University  to  crown  the  structure, 
there  needs  but  the  intermediate  stories  to  give  Maryland  all 
the  educational  advantages  that  the  most  sanguine  philan- 
thropist could  wish  for.  Such  a  scheme  of  intermediate  (or 
secondary)  education  need  not  impose  an  additional  burden 
on  the  public  treasury.  The  money  now  given  to  colleges 
and  academies,  and  to  public  schools  under  the  name  of 
Academic  Donations  would  be  sufficient,  if  judiciously  used, 
to  supply  what  is  needed.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
next  General  Assembly  will  adopt  measures  not  for  the  de- 
struction but  for  the  reconstruction  of  our  Academic  and  Col- 
legiate system. 

Maryland   Institute. 
The   Maryland   Institute  for  the  Promotion  of  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  has  taken   the  lead  in   the  advancement  of  a 
branch  of  popular  education  much   needed  and  much  neglec- 
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ted — Drawing.  Drawing,  as  lying  at  the  foundation  of 
every  constructive  work  and  every  mechanical  or  partly  me- 
chanical occupation,  should  be  taught  universally  and 
thoroughly.  In  the  scale  of  usefulness  it  is  almost  on  a  level 
with  writing  The  only  obstacle  to  its  introduction  in  all 
schools  is  the  want  of  teachers  capable  of  giving  instruction. 
All  our  Normal  graduates  are  qualified  to  teach  elementary 
drawing,  but  they  form  only  a  small  minority  of  the  teachers 
ot  the  State.  The  Maryland  Institute  is  now  giving  daily 
instruction  in  this  branch  to  more  than  three  hundred  pupils, 
and  has  accommodations  for  as  many  more.  It  Avould  not  be 
difficult  so  to  utilize  the  resources  of  the  Institute  as  to  make 
it  serve  as  the  Normal  Art  School  of  the  State  ;  and  thus 
supply,  to  a  great  extent,  the  need  of  skilled  teachers  of  the 
elements  of  Drawing. 

The  number  of  students  at  present  in  regular  attendance 
at  the  Institute  is  358 ; — 233  being  in  the  Night  School  and 
125  in  the  Day  Scnool. 

The  Day  School  is  arranged  in  classes  as  follows  : — (1) 
Pencil  Drawing  in  outlines  and  sliading  ;  studies  from  the 
flat,  ornament,  flowers  and  figures,  (40  students.)  (2)  Char- 
coal and  Crayon  drawing  in  outline  and  in  light  and  shadow; 
studies  from  the  round,  geometrical  solids,  ornament,  and 
portions  of  the  human  figure,  (39  students.)  (3)  Charcoal 
Drawing,  advanced  class  ;  studies  of  antique  heads,  and  full 
length  antique  statues  ;  (25  students.)  (4.)  Draaving  from 
Life  in  Charcoal  ;  studies  from  the  living  model,  heads 
chiefly;  (20  students.)  (5.)  Painting  in  Water  Colors; 
studies  from  the  flat,  landscape,  flowers,  &c.,  from  nature  ; 
(15  students.)  (6.)  Oil  Painting  ;  copies  of  pictures  (5  stu- 
dents.) (7.)  Oil  Painting  ;  studies  from  the  living  model, 
chiefly  heads  (10  students.)  (8.)  Sketching  from  Life  in 
pencil,  charcoal,  and  water  colors,  studies  from  living  model 
draped  ;  (50  students.)  (9.)  Ornament  and  Design  ;  Studies 
of  Historical  Ornament  and  in  Original  Design  ;  (75  stu- 
dents.) 

In  the  Night  School  are  seven  classes.     The  studies  of  tlie 
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First  Elementary  (87  students)  are,  outlines  in  pencil  of 
familiar  objects,  historical  oi'naraent,  flowers,  and  human 
figures,  from  the  flat.  The  Second  Elementary  (47  students) 
historical  ornament,  shaded  in  pencil,  from  the  flat. 
The  Third  Elementary  (25  students)  ornament  &c.,  from  the 
flat  shaded  in  crayon.  Artistic  Class,  (28  students)  ;  draw- 
ing from  the  round,  drawing  in  Crayon  or  Charcoal  from 
Geometrical  solids,  ornamental  forms,  and  positions  of  the 
human  figure  in  outline  and  shaded.  Architectural  Class 
(22  students)  ;  Geometry,  Perspective,  construction  and 
architectural  drawing  in  lines  and  tinted  work.  Mechanical 
Class,  (23  students)  Geometry,  Projection,  Perspective,  and 
Mechanical  drawing  from  sketches  of  machinery  and  from 
models.  Ornament  and  Design  Class,  (20  students),  His- 
torical ornament,  Perspective,  and  Original  Design  in  form 
and  in  color. 

School  for  the  Blind. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  Maryland  In- 
stitution FOR  the  Blind  during  the  scholastic  year  ending 
June  30th,  1880,  was  77.  Six  were  discharged  after  com- 
pleting the  full  course  ;  six,  after  having  completed  the  par- 
tial course,  and  six  were  withdrawn  for  various  causes.  The 
number  enrolled  for  the  session  of  1880  and  1881  is  59. 
There  are  tliree  classes  in  the  school,  Primary,  Intermediate, 
and  Higher.  In  tlie  Primary  class  the  pupils  are  taught  the 
alpliabet  in  raised  letters,  reading  in  the  primer,  aritlimetic 
througli  Short  Division,  easy  spelling  and  sentence  making. 
In  the  Intermediate  class  they  learn  reading,  spelling,  geo- 
graphy. United  States  history,  arithmetic  tlirough  Fractions, 
English  grammar  to  conjugations,  and  composition.  The 
Higher  class  studies  are,  algebra  through  Equations, 
first  book  in  geometry;  Davies' arithmetic,  Maury's  Physical 
Geography,  Quackenbos'  Natural  Philosophy,  Kerl's  Eng- 
lish grammar.  Physiology,  "Fourteen  Weeks  in  Chemistry,' ' 
Rhetoric,  History  of  France,  Rome,  and  Germany.  Writing- 
is  taught  in  round  and  square  hand  with  the  pencil,  the  New 
York  Point  system  and  the  Type  writer.     The  musical  cours? 
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consists  of  tiioroiigli  rudimentary  instruction,  vocal  culture, 
piano,  organ  and  violin,  with  training  in  thorough  bass  and 
counterpoint.  Piano-tuning  receives  special  attention  as  be- 
ing the  most  successful  and  profitable  emploj^ment  in  which 
a  blind  man  can  engage.  In  the  shops,  broom  and  mattress 
making  and  chair  caning  are  taught,  and  several  men  skilled 
in  tiiese  branches  were  sent  out  from  the  institution  during 
the  year  and  found  profitable  employment.  All  the  girls  are 
taught  sewing,  knitting  and  crocheting.  Through  careful  at- 
tention to  hygienic  and  sanitary  laws  the  pupils  are  enjoying 
good  health. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  there  are  to-day 
from  fifty  to  sixty  blind  children  within  our  State  who  are 
growing  up  in  helpless  ignorance,  not  because  facilities  have 
not  been  provided  for  their  education,  but  because  their  pa- 
rents, either  from  ignorance  or  neglect,  fail  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  provided  for  them. 

School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

In  18G7  an  Act  was  passed  "to  establish  and  incorporate  an 
Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the  State  of  Maryland." 
The  last  Legislature  changed  the  name  of  the  Institution  to 
"The  Maryland  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb."  The  rea- 
son for  this  change  was  that  the  true  character  and  objects  of 
the  school  were  sometimes  misapprehended,  and  the  institu- 
tion was  classed  witli  asylums  and  reformatories,  with  which 
it  has  nothing  in  common.  The  work  i^  purely  an  educa- 
tional one,  such  pupils  only  being  admitted  as  can  be  profited 
by  the  course  of  study. 

During  the  past  year  ninety-nine  pupils  were  in  at- 
tendance under  the  care  of  seven  teachers.  The  increase  from 
year  to  year  has  been  continuous  but  gradual. 

The  first  two  or  three  years  are  given  to  instruction  in  the 
principles  of  language,  to  simple  arithmetic  and  the  inculca- 
tion of  moral  truths.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  n;iven 
to  common  school  studies  ;  the  same  text-books  as  in  the 
public  schools,  arithmetic,  geography,  history,  grammar,  &c., 
being  used.     In   special  cases  Higher  Mathematics  and  other 
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advanced  studies  are  taught.  A  gi'aduate  oftliis  year  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Deaf  Mute  College  at  Washington  at  the  last 
commencement,  having  the  best  examination  record  of  all  ap- 
plicants from  the  various  State  institutions  admitted  since  the 
founding  of  the  college.  All  pupils  on  entering  are  exam- 
ined by  the  special  teacher  of  Articulation  and  Lip-reading, 
and  such  as  give  promise  of  being  benefited  receive  daily  in- 
struction. Drawing  has  recently  been  added  to  the  course, 
and  it  is  believed  that  many  will  be  found  with  decided  talent 
for  this  art  and  that  through  it  a  new  avenue  to  employment 
will  be  opened. 

Shoemaking,  Cabinet-working  and  Printing  are  taught  to 
the  boys  ;   Housework  and  Sewing  to  the  giils. 

The  school  has  a  library  of  2000  volumes,  philosophical 
apparatus  and  the  nucleus  of  a  museum. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  would  congratulate  the  peojjle  of 
Maryland  on  having  a  school  system  which,  if  not  absolutely 
as  "thorough"  as  the  Constitution  requires,  is  to  a  great  ex- 
tent "efficient,"  comparatively  inexpensive  and  easily  sus- 
ceptible of  expansion  and  improvement.  At  the  same  time 
it  should  never  be  forgotten  that  the  public  school  is  only  one 
of  several  forces  which  are  acting  on  the  youth  of  the  State, 
and  whose  resultant  determines  the  direction  and  force  of  our 
civilization.  The  school  can  do  much,  but  the  family  with 
the  religious,  social,  and  industrial  influences  wliicli  surround 
it,  does  more  for  the  impressible  character  of  the  young.- — 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  tlie  very  improvements  in  modern 
methods  of  elementary  education  tend  to  diminisli  the  influ- 
ence of  the  school  by  a  progressive  lowering  of  tlie  age  at 
which  i>upils  leave  school.  In  former  days  a  boy  went  to 
school  till  he  was  eighteen  or  nineteen  years  of  age,  and  left 
school  with  a  character  to  a  certain  extent  formed  and  habits 
in  some  degree  established;  though  in  his  two  or  three 
months  schooling  every  wintei-  he  had  ac<iuired  less  intellec- 
tual education  than  a  bright  boy  of  eleven  might  have  ob- 
tained under  modern  methods.  Leaving  school  at  an  early 
age,  with  pei'haps  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  reading,  spelling. 
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Avi'itinp;  and  accounts,  but  witli  character  necessarily  untbrni- 
ed,  if  the  rii;lit  liunie  influences  are  wanting  the  l)oy  may 
yield  to  temptations  which  the  young  man  probably  would 
resist.  An  imperfect  knowledge  ot  the  rudiments  of  learning 
is  no  protection  against  moral  contagion.  Neither  indeed 
will  a  finished  education  do  more  than  help  to  preserve  a 
man  from  certain  forms  of  vice.  But  the  habits  of  punctual- 
ity, order,  obedience,  self-restraint  and  respect  for  the  feelings 
and  rights  of  others  which  are  acquired  by  attendance  on  a 
good  school  during  the  time  when  the  mind  is  plastic  and 
yields  to  the  pressure  exerted  on  it,  are,  next  to  family  train- 
ing and  religious  jjrinciple,  the  surest  safeguards  of  inilivid- 
ual  virtue  and  national  morality.

The  Commissioners  of  Schools  of  Anne  Arundel  county 
herewith  transmit  their  Annual  Report. 

Our  schools,  we  think,  are  steadily  improving,  though  still 
not  what  we  desire  to  see  them.  We  have  no  Globes  or 
Maps,  no  Libraries,  accessible  to  the  children  generally,  or 
even  to  the  Teachers,  and  they  are  thus  without  means  of  im- 
proving, indispensable  to  rapid  or  considerable  advancement. 
It  is  difficult  to  impress  the  popular  mind  with  the  necessity 
of  these  expenses,  while  the  teachers  all  know  that  without 
reading  which  will  interest  and  excite  to  voluntary  and  earn- 
est seeking  after  knowledge,  much  development  is  not  to  be 
expected.  But  all  these  improvements  will  be  wrought  out 
in  time,  with  patient  and  judicious  labor  for  their  accom- 
plishment, 

A  principal  difficulty  with  us  for  some  time  past  has  been 
our  pecuniary  embarrassment.  This  has  compelled  us  tocoU' 
tract  the  yearly  session  of  the  schools  until  we  get  rid  of  the 
old  debt  inherited  from  our  predecessors.  When  the  present 
school  Board  was  appointed,  there  was  a  debt  estimated  at 
about  twenty  thousand  dollars  ;  this  seemed  continually  to 
increase  as  its  condition  was  more  inquired  into,  The  prac- 
tice had  somehow  grown  into  use  of  issuing  orders  on  the 
collectors  in  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  These 
orders  were  charged  as  payment  to  the  teachers  and  credited 
as  payment  by  the  Collectors.  In  many  cases  they  were  not 
paid  and  were  returned  to  the  school  Board  sometimes  alter 
a  lapse  of  years  to  be  paid  by  it,  This  old  debt  we  have 
been  paying  ;  and  have  now  reduced  it  to  the  sum  of  fourteen 
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thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  forty-four  cents 
($14,167.44)  having  paid  on  it  within  the  last  year  something 
over  seven  tliousand  dollars  ($7,059.14).  In  another  year  we 
shall  wipe  out  entirely  this  old  debt,  and  will  then  be  able 
to  pay  our  teachers  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

We  have  not  built  any  schoolhouses  in  this  year.  The 
amount  charged  for  them  is  the  aggregate  of  balances  for 
houses  built  or  purchased  for   the  schools  in  years  previous. 

Our  Schools  for  the  colored  children  are  doing  well.  It 
would  surprise  many  persons  to  examine  these  children  in 
Arithmetic,  or  witness  the  propriety  of  their  exercises  in 
Reading.  Our  limited  means  will  not  enable  us  to  do  as 
much  for  them  as  we  desire.  We  have  established  one 
more  school  for  them  this  year  in  the  city  of  Annapolis  which 
promises  to  be  particularly  useful.  A  small  addition  to  the 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  these  schools,  which  a  wise 
legislature  we  hope  will  soon  furnish,  will  enable  us  much 
to  extend  their  benefits.

Dear  Sir  :  We  send  you  our  annual  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30tli,  1880.  The  different  tables  are 
full  and  accurate,  and  outside  of  these  little  of  interest  can  be 
added  at  this  time. 

Our  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  continue  to 
grow  in  favor  with  the  public.  They  are  no  longer  patronized 
by  one  class  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  but  have  been  made 
so  good  that  all  enjoy  their  benefits,  and  rich  and  poor  alike 
may  drink  at  the  fountain  of  knowledge.  From  1870  to 
1880,  the  yearly  average  increase  of  difi'erent  pupils  entering 
school,  has  been  three  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

Our  teachers  are  wide  awake  to  the  importance  of  their 
work;  and  the  corps,  with  but  few  exceptions,  is  composed  of 
intelligent^  conscientious  ladies  and  gentlemen,  who  teach 
school  because  it  is  their  profession  for  which  they  have  quali- 
fied themselves  by  experience  and  study.  As  such  their  call- 
ing is  now  regarded  by  the  the  public  in  all  senses,  save  the 
important  one  of  salary,  which  is  but  a  small  pittance  when 
compared  with  that  of  the  other  professions.  The  interest 
in  institutes^  associations  and  normal  classes  is  being  revived; 
and  many,  who  never  before  gave  them  a  thought,  are  be- 
ginning to  realize  their  importance  as  valuable  helps  in  the 
every  day  work  of  the  school-room. 

Six  new  houses  have  been  completed  this  year,  of  which 
three  are  stone  and  the  others  brick.  Over  $140,000  has 
been  expended  for  this  purpose  alone  in  the  last  decade,  and 
it  will  take  at  least  $75,000  more  to  give  to  all  sections  of  the 
county,  what  is  demanded  by  the  tax-payers  and  is  absolutely 
needed  in  this  direction.  The  estimated  value  of  school 
property  in  1869  was  $53,011.71  and  in  1880  it  is  $224,- 
000.68,  an  increase  of  $170,988.97  in  eleven  years. 
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Our  finances  were  never  more  prosperous.  Heretofore  it 
has  been  customary  to  levy  for  school  purposes,  a  certain 
number  of  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  subject  to  all  abate- 
ments and  payable  when  collected.  It  usually  took  about 
four  years  to  close  up  a  levy  and  in  the  end  the  schools  lost 
about  ten  per  cent  for  abatements  on  erroneous  assessments. 
The  County  Commissioners  now  give  us  the  full  amount 
named  in  the  levy  without  any  abatements,  and  the  whole  of 
it  is  paid  within  the  year  for  which  it  is  levied.  By  this  sys- 
tem we  know  exactly  how  much  money  we  shall  have  to  ex- 
pend in  any  one  year  and  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year 
may  systematize  our  work  accordingly.

Dear  Sir  :  In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  [  need  add  but 
little  in  the  way  of  remarks.  Our  schools  are  doing  en- 
couraging work,  the  teachers,  both  white  and  colored,  com- 
mending themselves  fairly  to  the  public  for  efficiency  and 
zeal. 

Of  our  school  liouses  for  whites,  all  except  six  have  been 
built  or  rebuilt  since  1869  and  are  in  a  fair  condition.  Two 
new  houses  were  erected  last  year.  The  one  at  Preston,  the 
Academy  building,  is  a  handsome,  commodious  and  fitly 
furnisiied  house.  Its  entire  cost  is  not  reported,  as  not  yet 
being  fully  paid  for. 

The  County  Commissioners  made  us  a  levy  for  next  year's 
use  of  $6,000  ;  this  sum  will  prove  inadequate  to  keep  the 
schools  in  operation  the  four  Terms  ;  but  with  the  strictest 
economy  consistent  with  the  real  welfare  of  the  schools  we 
trust  to  pass  witti  good  results  through  thiee  terms. 

We   lament    the   death   of  our  late  President,  Col.  James 
E.   Douglass,  who  served  with  us  so  many  years.

Dear  Sir  :  In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Carroll  county  this  year,  we  have  nothing  to 
add  to  the  tables  herewith  presented  more  than  was  said  in- 
troductory to  former  reports,  to  which  we  respectfully  refer 
you. 

Our  views  in  reference  to  slight  needful  amendments  to  our 
admirable  school  law — to  the  adaptation  of  our  Public 
School  system  to  the  wants  of  the  people  of  Maryland, — and 
to  the  great  value  of  our  very  efficient  State  Normal  School 
and  the  necessity  for  its  continued  existence  with  ample  sup- 
port as  now  organized,  have  undergone  no  change. 

With  the  application  of  the  very  inadequate  funds  from 
time  to  time  put  into  our  hands,  we  seem  to  be  moving  "slow- 
ly and  surely"  to  final  success  ;  but  when  we  compare  the 
present  high  condition  of  the  most  of  our  schools  with  our 
small  beginnings  a  few  years  since,  our  progress  appears  to 
have  been  almost  miraculous  ;  and  we  can  now  only  desire 
that  our  small  means  will  continue  to  be  faithfully  applied  ; 
that  the  law,  with  few  needful  amendments,  will  be  duly  exe- 
cuted ;  and  that  all  parties  will  cheerfully  co-operate  in  our 
great  educational  enterprise.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
Charles  county  Public  Schools,  which  I  have  carefully  made 
out  and  find  pleasure  in  forwarding.  We  trust  that  you  will 
find  it  to  compare  favorably  with  our  last  annual  report 
wherever  a  comparison  has  been  instituted. 

You  will  observe  that  we  have  kept  the  Schools  open  four 
full  terras  during  the  past  Scholastic  year,  against  3  3-5  re- 
ported in  my  last  summary.  This  has  been  owing  to  the 
greater  regularity  in  the  amount  of  State  School  Tax  we  have 
received  this  year,  no  one  apportionment  falling  off  to  a  very 
considerable  extent,  and  to  the  close  economy  we  have  ob- 
served in  our  running  expenses — particularly  in  the  item  of 
fuel.  The  winter  of  1879  and  '80  was  unusually  mild  and 
our  School  Board  adopted  a  resolution  some  time  during  the 
winter  allowing  no  School  to  exceed  $7.50  for  fuel.  Some 
of  the  Schools,  you  will  notice,  did  exceed  that  amount  ;  but 
it  was  because  the  Teachers  had  made  their  fuel  contracts 
and  had  their  wood  delivered  before  they  had  received  due 
notice.  The  number  of  different  Pupils  for  the  year  exceeds 
that  of  last  year  by  nearly  200  and  the  Pupils  in  average 
attendance  are  nearly  100  more. 

We  have  built  and  have  now  ready  for  use  a  new  School 
House  in  Port  Tobacco  in  place  of  the  one  lost  by  fire  a  year 
ago.  The  building  is  20x30  feet  in  the  clear,  12  feet  pitch, 
with  vestibule  12x12  and  9  feet  pitch  and  painted  inside 
and  out.  It  is  considered  quite  an  ornament  to  that  joart  of 
the  village  where  it  is  located. 

We  are  now  building  and  will  have  ready  for  use  by  the 
15th  proximo,  two  other  new  houses.  One  in  the  place  of 
an  old  building  no  longer  fit  for  use  and  one  newly   located 
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in  a  District  that  has  long  been  without  proper  School  facili- 
ties. They  were  not  completed  in  time  to  go  in  this  year's 
Report_,  but  we  had  paid  $250.00  on  one  of  them  before  Sept. 
30th,  and  I  have  placed  that  amount  in  the  year's  disburse- 
ments. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  general  satisfaction  with  our 
School  operations  and  a  healthy  financial  condition.  Hoping 
that  ouv  Report  may  afford  you  like  satisfaction,  I  have  the

Dear  Sir  :  Oatside  of  the  statistics  given  in  my  annual 
report  there  are  a  few  points  to  Avhich  I  desire  to  direct  your 
attention. 

The  Board  made  strenuous  efforts  last  Spring  to  secure  a 
larger  county  levy  than  12  cents  for  running  the  schools. 
They  urged  upon  the  County  Commissioners  the  fact  that 
our  revenues  from  County  and  State  taxes  had  been  reduced 
more  than  $4000  per  annum  by  the  reduction  in  our  taxa- 
ble basis  and  by  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  regard  to  tho 
Cohered  School  tax  ;  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  our 
teachers  employed  for  ten  months,  if  we  wished  them  to  give 
their  entire  attention  and  energies  to  school  work. 

These  efforts  were  unsuccessful,  although  a  special  tax  of 
$3600  was  made  to  build  five  new  houses.  These  houses  are 
all  either  completed  or  under  contract  at  exceedingly  low 
prices. 

Our  schools  made  a  large  display  at  the  last  Agricultural 
Fair,  held  in  October.  The  managers  not  only  gave  us 
space,  &c.,  without  charge,  but  showed  their  appreciation  of 
the  effort  by  awarding  without  solicitation  special  premiums. 
The  display  though  hurriedly  gotten  up  and  poorly  arranged 
was  creditable  and  great  interest  was  manifested  in  it. 

The  Board  has  been  enabled  this  year  through  the  liberali- 
ty of  a  friend  of  Education,  to  offer  the  following  prizes  to 
the  pupils  of  the  Public  Schools  : — A  First  Prize  of  $30  on 
the  history  of  the  United  States  up  to  1860  including  the 
Constitution  :     A  Second  Prize  of  $20  for  the  same.

A  First  Prize  of  $30  in  Arithmetic  througl-  Interest  and 
Discount.     A  Second  Prize  for  the  same  of  $20. 

The  conditions  under  which  these  prizes  are  given  are:  that 
each  contestant  shall  have  been  a  pupil  of  the  same  Public 
School  for  at  least  two  full  terms  of  the  current  year,  and 
til  at  his  average  attendance  shall  not  be  less  than  80 
per  cent,  of  his  enrollment. 

Messrs.  J.  W.  Bond  &  Co.,  our  Booksellers,  have  also 
])resented  to  the  Board  six  large  globes,  one  to  be  awarded  to 
the  school  in  each  of  the  five  rural  Election  Districts  which 
had  the  best  percentage  of  average  attendance  for  the  winter 
and  spring  term  of  the  present  year.  The  Sixth  one  is  to  be 
given  to  one  of  the  town  schools,  Havre  De  Grace,  Belair  and 
Darlington,  under  the  same  conditions. 

These  two  sets  of  prizes  and  our  exhibit  at  the  fair  will  be, 
we  hope,  of  great  assistance  in  calling  the  attention  of  the 
people  to  the  schools;  and  by  creating  in  each  neighborhood 
an  interest  in  the  subject,  will  aid  the  Board  in  their  efforts 
to  improve  the  working  of  the  system  in  the  county. 

Two  general  written  examinations  were  held  in  the  schools 
during  the  past  year,  one  at  the  close  of  the  winter  and  one 
at  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  upon  questions  furnished 
by  the  Examiner. 

The  reports  of  these  examinations  Were  made  a  part  of  the 
term  reports  and  returned  on  a  special  blank  provided  for  the 
purpose.  This  year  we  will  again  have  two,  one  just  before 
the  Christmas  Holidays  and  one  at  the  close  of  the  scholastic 
year.  By  means  of  these  examinations  thie  board  expect 
both  to  secure  uniform  grading  and  much  better  methods  of 
instruction  throughout  the  county,  and  to  bring  prominently 
before  the  teachers  the  necessity  of  teaching  their  pupils  to 
put  their  thoughts  on  paper.  I  think,  taking  all  things 
into  consideration,  that  the  record  of  the  past  year  is  not  dis- 
couraging.

There  is  but  little  to  add  to  the  information  contained  in 
the  different  tables  of  our  annual  report.  These  tables  are 
footed  at  the  bottom  of  the  pages,  but  not  carried  forward  as 
the  blank  does  not  seem  to  provide  for  so  doing. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  branches  under  the  heading  "No. 
studying  at  any  time  during  the  school  year,"  and  also  in 
the  Teachers'  terra  reports,  be  made  to  correspond  with  the 
order  in  the  '^Condensed  Quarterly  Reports." 

A  Teachers'  Institute  was  not  held  during  the  school  year, 
but  there  were  five  well  attended  meetings  of  our  Teachers' 
County  Association  ;  and  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
school  work. 

During  the  month  of  June  a  general  examination  of  the 
schools  was  held  on  days  designated  by,  and  from  questions 
furnished  by  the  Examiner — Tabulated  reports  of  the  result 
were  made  by  the  Teachers  to  the  County  Board.  Such  ex- 
aminations will  tend  to  unify  and  raise  the  general  standard 
of  instruction.  It  was  found  necessary  during  the  Summer 
Term,  when  the  attendance  is  small,  to  close  a  number  of 
our  Colored  Schools,  to  bring  the  expenditures  within  our 
funds.  The  important  schools  in  each  district  were,  how- 
ever, kept  open  the  four  terms.

Dear  Sir  :  The  report  from  this  county  is  necessarily  in- 
complete, as  the  books,  papers,  and  accounts  are  still  with 
held  from  this  board  by  the  late  secretary.  Notwithstanding 
the  great  embarrassments  it  will  be  seen  that  the  schools 
show  advancement ;  and  when  the  present  obstructions  are 
removed  the  board  is  sanguine  of  continued  if  not  increased  in- 
terest, on  the  part  of  the  people.

In  submitting  annual  report  of  Public  Scliools  of  Prince 
George's  county  for  the  year  1880,  we  desire  to  make  some 
explanation  in  regard  to  several  items  of  information  contain- 
ed in  the  annexed  tables. 

The  entry  setting  forth  that  our  schools  for  white  children 
have  been  kept  opened  only  3  3-5  terms  will  be  the  first,  no 
doubt,  to  attract  your  notice,  as  it  will  that  of  every  jjerson 
interested  in  the  cause  of  public  education  and  the  perusal  of 
the  State  Scliool  Report. 

Our  schools  were  closed  on  the  last  day  of  May,  it  is  true, 
from  the  want  of  available  means  to  continue  them  longer  ; 
the  result  of  the  large  arrearage  due  school  board  from 
county  school  tax.  As  has  been  stated  in  several  previous 
reports,  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  collect  taxes  promptly 
in  this  county.  Until  this  can  be  accomplished,  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  make  our  schools  as  efficient  as  we  hoped  to  see 
them. 

In  this  connection  we  beg  leave  to  state,  that  during  the 
past  year,  the  School  Board  has  paid  up  its  teachers  in  full 
including  arrearages  of  teachers'  salaries  for  1876,  and  that 
at  present  it  has  to  its  credit  about  Eiglit  Thousand  Dollars 
payable  in  cash,  wliile  its  entire  endebtedness  is  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  twenty  five  hundred  of  which  amount  has  al- 
ready been  provided  for. 

The  next  item,  in  statistical  report  Avhich  will  likely  claim 
attention,  is  that  showing  the  large  increase  in  average  at- 
tendance over  last  year;  from  same  table  it   may  be  seen  that 
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the  average  enrollment  is  also  considerably  increased  ;  the 
increase  in  average  attendance  may  be  still  further  accounted 
for  by  the  closing  of  the  schools  on  the  last  of  May.  The 
average  attendance  being  always  much  smaller  for  the  month 
of  June,  than  for  any  other  month  of  the  school  year.  A 
very  large  per  centage  of  the  number  on  roll  are  withdrawn 
this  month  from  school  to  pick  small  fruit  for  market  and  for 
other  farm  work. 

In  reporting  value  of  school  houses  and  furniture^  we  make 
use  of  same  figures  as  were  given  in  last  report.  We  do  not 
think  the  slight  depreciation  of  this  property  justifies  a  new 
valuation  ;  the  figures  at  best  merely  approximate  real  value. 

In  conclusion  we  would  state,  that  we  conscientiously  be- 
lieve, that  our  schools  white  and  colored  did  better  work  last 
year  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  our  county.  And  we 
trust  your  next  report  may  show  a  like  improvement  in  every 
county  in  the  state.

Dear  Sir  :  I  send  you  to-day  my  annual  report,  you  wil] 
find  in  it  all  tlie  information  necessary,  in  regard  to  finance, 
enrollment  and  attendance  of  scholars,  &c.,  and  there  is  little 
left  to  he  added  here.  Our  numbers  and  average  attendance 
have  increased  a  little  since  my  last  report.  We  have  put 
an  addition  to  one  of  our  school-houses,  doubling  its  size,  and 
built  another,  making  really  two  new  houses  for  the  year  ; 
and  we  have  rej)aired  several  others.  Three  additional 
Teachers  as  assistants  have  been  employed,  which  was  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  increase  of  scholars. 

We  have  built  two  houses  for  colored  schools,  which  is  a 
new  feature,  that  we  hope  to  continue,  as  schools  for  this 
class  of  our  people  are  very  much  needed,  the  schools  being 
mostly  kept  in  their  churches,  which  is  an  inconvenience  to 
the  teachers  and  an  annoyance  to  those  worshiping  in  the 
churches. 

We  kept  our  schools  open  for  ten   months  and  are  assured 
of  the  ability  to  do  the  same  for  another  year.

In  submitting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember SOth,  1880,  we  have  but  little  to  say  beyond  that 
which  the  mere  statistics  will  show.  The  chief  hindrance  t^) 
progress  is  want  of  funds,  and  the  balance  against  us  has 
continued  to  increase  from  year  to  year.  We  are  trying  now 
by  strict  economy  to  overcome  this,  though  by  the  increased 
balance  against  us  for  the  present  year  we  seem  to  have  made 
little  progress.  This,  however,  is  more  apparent  than  real, 
since  a  number  of  bills  are  included  in  this  report  which 
should  have  been  accounted  for  last  year.  Our  revenues  have 
not  been  so  well  paid,  and  the  dredging  license  fund  is  mate- 
rially diminished.  To  meet  these  difficulties  we  have  thought 
it  best  to  shorten  the  school  year  to  seven  and  a  half  months. 
This  together  with  the  prospect  of  a  much  larger  amount 
from  the  oyster  fund  in  the  future,  gives  us-  reason  to  hope 
that  we  may  soon  overcom3  our  financial  troubles.

Dear  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  tlie  requirements  of  law, 
]  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  of  Talbot  county 
for  the  scholastic  year  ending  July  15,  1880,  and  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30,  1880. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  an  increase  of  3|  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year.  Without  ex- 
travagantly claiming  for  our  teachers  the  very  highest  de- 
gree of  skill  in  methods  of  instruction,  it  Avould  be  difficult, 
we  think,  to  find,  in  any  county,  a  bod}^  of  instructors  who 
have  applied  themselves  more  uniformly,  generously,  and 
zealously  to  the  work  of  their  vocation.  In  some  localities 
there  has  been  much  loose  grading  and  superficial  teaching  ; 
but  in  the  main,  the  results  for  the  year  have  given  the 
School  Board  and  school  patrons  great  satisfaction. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  school  year,  the  county  lost  a 
school  house  by  fire:  Bamberry  School,  No.  9,  Election  Dis- 
trict No.  3.  Quite  a  large  number  of  pupils  were  attending 
this  school,  and  in  order  to  accommodate  the  district,  the 
board  was  compelled  to  employ  an  additional  teacher  and 
open  two  schools  in  rented  rooms.  This  district  has  since 
been  divided  and  a  new  school  house  has  been  built,  which 
we  have  reported  in  our  table  of  school  houses  built  as  school 
No.  12,  Election  District  No.  3,  though  in  reality  it  is  the 
same  school  which  is  reported  in  the  other  tables  as  a  branch 
of  school  No.  9,  Election  District  No.  3.  The  school  lot  was 
generously  donated  by  Samuel  B.  Merrick,  Esq.  The  cost 
of  the  school  building  was  Five  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars, 
paid  to  the  contractors,  and  Five  Dollars  each  paid  for  the 
deed  and  survey,  making  the  total  cost  Five  Hundred  and 
Sixty  Dollars. 

The  new  school  house  built  at  Matthewstown,  King's  Creek, 
School  District,  No.  1,  Election  District  No.  4,  is  a  very  neat 
and  complete  structure,  and  cost  four  hundred  and  Eighty- 
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nine  dollars  and  forty  cents  paid  to  the  contractor,  and  sixty- 
seven  dollars  paid  for  the  school  lot,  deed,  bell,  &c.,  making 
the  total  cost  five  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  forty 
cents.  The  school  honse  in  Landing  Neck  School  District, 
No.  10,  Election  District  No,  3,  which  was  enlarged  by  add- 
ing 12  feet  to  the  length,  and  so  improved  otherwise  as  to 
meet  the  demands  of  a  large  and  rapidly  increasing  school, 
cost  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  all  of  which  amount 
v/as  paid  to  the  contractor. 

The  subject  of  locating  school  houses  is  often  a  complicated 
and  per{)lexing  matter,  and  it  has  engaged  a  large  share  of 
the  deliberations  and  attention  of  the  Board.  The  Board 
has  invited  and  listened  to  the  suggestions  of  parents.  Some 
persons  seem  to  consider  it  an  essential  thing  to  locate  school 
houses  in  the  geographical  center  of  the  district,  without  any 
regard  whatever  to  the  center  of  school  population,  the  gen- 
eral surroundings,  good  neighborhood,  good  water,  and  the 
cheerfulness  and  healthfulness  of  the  aspect.  Many  of  our 
schools  have  suffered  from  the  operation  of  this  notion.  In 
nothing,  we  think,  should  greater  care  and  judgment  be  exer- 
cised than  in  the  matter  of  locating  new  school  houses. 

A  school  was  opened  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  a  rent- 
ed room  on  Poplar  Island,  School  District  No.  6^  Election 
District,  No.  5.  This  school  is  for  the  accommodation  of 
about  15  or  20  children  of  school-going  age,  who  have  been, 
heretofore,  isolated  and  entirely  cut  off  from  school  privil- 
eges. The  oyster  beds  of  this  island  are  attracting  a  body 
of  settlers  that  will  fully  appreciate  the  benefits  of  education 
to  their  children  ;  and  they  have,  from  the  beginning,  entered 
into  a  spirit  of  earnest  sympathy  with  the  teacher  and  are 
doing  everything  in  their  power  to  build  up  and  sustain  in 
their  midst  a  good  and  well-regulated  school. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Board  is  quite  satisfactory. 
All  of  the  accounts  presented  and  passed  before  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  were  paid  ;  and  the  Board  had  no  indebeted- 
ness,  except  the  amounts  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  ta- 
bles. The  amount  due  and  unpaid  to  the  Board  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  from  the  county  levy  of  1879,  was  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

The  result  is,  no  doubt,  gratifying  to  tax-payers,  but  it  re- 
mains to  be  determined  whether  it  has  not  been  secured,  at 
the  sacrifice,  to  some  extent,  of  the  efficiency  of  our  schools.

Dear  Sir  : — We  herewith  send  you  our  annual  report.  It 
contains,  I  think,  all  the  statistics  the  law  requires.  I  as 
examiner  have  made  no  official  visits  to  the  schools  since  I 
have  been  in  office,  consequently  have  but  little  else  to  re- 
port. The  report  has  been  prepared  with  no  small  degree  of 
labor,  working  as  I  have  done  under  disadvantages  of  inex- 
perience as  well  as  the  want  of  some  necessary  statistics. 
Since  our  last  report,  death  has  taken  from  the  corps  of  Wi- 
comico's educators  one  of  her  most  active  and  zealous  as  well 
as  one  of  her  ablest  members.  Mr.  Cooper,  my  predecessor 
in  office  died  on  the  13th  day  of  April,  in  less  than  one  hour 
after  he  was  taken  and  without  any  apparent  warning  of 
death's  immediate  visitation,  which  necessarily  gave  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  some  additional  labor. 

We  report  our  schools  in  a  healthful  condition.  It  will  be 
seen  in  our  financial  report  that  $250  have  been  spent  for 
building  new  school  house.  This  is  for  a  house  which  is  not 
yet  completed,  a  description  of  which  will  api:)ear  in  the  next 
annual  report.  For  this  reason  we  omit  to  give  a  description 
of  it  under  the  proper  head. 

Our  balance  cash  on  hand  is  smaller  this  year  than  usual. 
For  this  there  are  three  causes :  1st.  Our  appropriation 
from  the  county  commissioners  has  been  reduced.  2nd.  Our 
State  donation  of  $1,200  has  notyetbeea  collected.  3rd  The 
disbursements  of  the  year  are  larger  than  in  previous  years.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Education, 

Dear  Sir  :  My  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30tli,  1880,  is  herewith  submitted.  An  examination  of 
it  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  schools  in  this  county  have 
been  prosperous  during  the  past  year,  the  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance showing  an  increase  over  the  year  before. 

There  is  one  thing,  however,  we  are  in  great  need  of^ — that 
is,  more  money  for  the  colored  schools.  The  small  sum  of 
about  |3,600  we  annually  receive  and  expend  for  the  educa- 
tion of  colored  children  is  not  more  than  half  of  what  we 
really  need.  Many  of  these  children  are  excluded  from  school 
the  whole  year,  because  schools  are  not  provided  for  them. 
We  could  nearly  double  the  number  of  colored  schools  we 
have  and  then  we  would  not  more  than  meet  the  demand. 

The  same  condition  of  things  must  prevail  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  State  where  the  colored  population  is  large. 
Hence,  unless  the  difficulty  receives  a  remedy,  many  of  the 
colored  youth  of  the  present  day  must  grow  up  in  ignorance 
and  as  an  inevitable  consequence  must  produce  crime  and 
vice  in  the  community  in  which  they  may  hereafter  live.  The 
Stat€  should  provide  more  money  for  the  education  of  the 
colored  j)eople.  It  now  but  partially  does  its  duty  towards 
them.  The  next  General  Assembly  should  by  all  means  in- 
crease the  appropriation  for  this  purpose.  What  is  worth  do- 
ing at  all,  is  worth  doing  well.  Very  Respectfully,
